Roberts' daughter addresses College Republicans

After receiving word Sen. Pat 
Roberts would appear at a College 
Republicans meeting, the group 
heard from his assistant an hour be- 
fore the event that the senator had 
to cancel. Instead, Roberts sent two 
campaign staffers and his daughter 
Ashley Black to speak. 

Black said Roberts, a K-State 
alumna, still followed K-State foot- 
ball. The Roberts campaign plans to 
hold a tailgate before the game with 
Texas Tech Saturday. 

Roberts is currently involved in 
a nationally watched senate race that 
could decide if Republicans will take 
control of both chambers of Con- 
gress. Since Democrat Chad Taylor 
dropped from consideration, Roberts 
and independent candidate, Greg Or- 
man, are now involved in a tight race 
for the seat. 

The most recent poll from the 
Democratic Public Policy Polling, re- 
leased Sept. 16, showed Orman lead- 
ing the incumbent Roberts 41 to 34 
percent. Orman received a boost in 
polling numbers after Taylor dropped 
out of the race. 

Roberts has brought in Republi- 
can heavy hitters such as former Gov. 
Jeb Bush, Sen. John McCain and for- 
mer Sen. Bob Dole to help campaign 
for him. If Roberts loses, it would 
be the first time since 1932 Kansas 
sends a non-Republican senator to 
Washington. 

Black then appealed to the group, 
asking them to get more involved.

"It's (the race) very close," she 
said. "This isn't an election where 
you can sit on the sidelines." 

Black briefly spoke about Or- 
man, painting him as a hidden Dem- 
ocrat who supports President Obama. 
Though Orman did vote for Obama 
in 2008, he threw his support behind 
Mitt Romney in the 2012 presidential 
election according to an article by 
George Will in the Washington Post 
entitled "Staking the Senate on Kan- 
sas?" 

"In Kansas, we have a candi- 
date who's selling us the same bill 
of goods," Black said. "He says he's 
an independent and yet he voted for 
Obama and he's given money to 



(U.S. Senate Majority Leader) Har- 
ry Reid, (former Secretary of State) 
Hillary Clinton - a lot of Democrat 
leadership." 

Black opened the floor for ques- 
tions and comments from the audi- 
ence. Students brought up concerns 
over a number of issues, including 
education, health care, the nation- 
al deficit and the National Security 
Agency spying on Americans. 

In September, the Army an- 
nounced that 500 troops from Fort 
Riley would deploy to Iraq to help 
assist Iraqi troops fight the Islamic 
state terror group. When asked about 
Roberts' stance regarding the deploy- 
ment of troops to Iraq, Black offered 



a nonspecific answer. 

"I think he was really con- 
cerned," she said. "No one would 
deny it's a critical national issue. I 
think what he's concerned about is 
that the mission isn't clear. What is 
the broader strategy? That's some- 
thing the president hasn't made 
clear." 

Much of the discussion focused 
on college students who do not get in- 
volved with voting. College Repub- 
Ucan president and junior in political 
science, Nick Strecker said it's up to 
college students to set things right. 

"Now is the time," Strecker said. 
"I really feel like it's our generation 
that will fix things."

US Department of Defense

"I look forward 
to the privilege, challenge and reward of 
doing so." 

The events will honor and thank 
veterans of the Vietnam War and their 
families, as well as pay tribute to allies 
and scientific advances made during the

You know you're in the 
Aggieville when even the restau- 
rants have multiple TVs, all 
featuring sports. Upon entering 
the Dancing Ganesha, located at 
712 N. Manhattan Ave., I thought 
I accidentally walked into an- 
other nondescript bar found in 
the area. Aside from the tables 
in the front, the Indian restaurant 



features a large bar in the back. 

Don't get me wrong, I un- 
derstand the necessity of serving 
alcohol in a bar district. Howev- 
er, if the food stands so well on 
its own, it's a shame to think it 
might not take precedence over 
the liquor. It came as a shock 
to me just how satisfying their 
offerings are. 

I visited on a quiet Sun- 
day afternoon, a time when the 
normal Aggieville crowd is at 
home nursing hangovers from 
the night before. The restaurant 
offers separate lunch and dinner 
menus, each one with a diverse 
selection. 

The interior of the restaurant 
features contemporary decor. 
Dim lighting contributes to the 
ambiance, though I did find it 
a little disconcerting as I was 



seated at the bar. I have to admit, 
I wasn't expecting much from 
an Indian restaurant in Aggiev- 
ille - besides a quick trip to the 
restroom immediately after the 
meal. Plus, I know how terrible 
most bar food is. Would I be 
served the equivalent here? 

For those who have never 
had Indian cuisine, a lot of dish- 
es make use of thick sauces made 
from yogurt or cream. Staple 
foods include vegetarian options 
and the use of curries, a combi- 
nation of spices sometimes used 
to bring spicy heat to a meal. 

A true test of any Indi- 
an restaurant is chicken tikka 
masala. The dish, a staple of any 
Indian restaurant, can be made 
in a number of different ways. I 
found their version to be Ameri- 
canized, mild yet pleasant with a 



number of spices that accent the 
flavor rather than overpower it. 

Two slices of naan, a crispy 
yet chewy flatbread, are served 
with meals. Although the naan 
was satisfying on its own, it was 
perfect when dipped in sauce. 
My only complaint is the small 
portions of naan served with a 
meal. I found myself wanting a 
lot more naan and less of the bas- 
mati long-grain rice. 

The other dish sampled was 
the shrimp mango curry. Large 
prawns and slices of onions 
filled the bowl, swimming in a 
thick, sweet and spicy sauce. The 
concoction was phenomenal. The 
obvious sweetness of the mango 
was contained by the mild heat 
of the curry. A couple seconds af- 
ter the tongue tasted the mango, 
the aftertaste consisted of spicy 



goodness that combined with the 
lingering sugary sauce. 

Perhaps the biggest surprise 
was the quality of their mango 
pudding. Generous pieces of 
mango are submerged in a light, 
uncongealed sweet pudding, 
leading to a natural sweetness 
that wasn't overpowering. The 
prices are fairly reasonable as 
well. For a lunch for two, the bill 
came to just a little more than 
$22. 

I highly recommend the 
Dancing Ganesha. If you have 
ever been there and never tried 
the food, you're only cheating 
yourself out of a great experi- 
ence.

CamScanner application is a must-have accessory for college students

There are very few 
apps that I use regularly, 
and CamScanner is one of 
them. As the name sug- 
gests, CamScanner uses my 
phone's built-in camera like 
a scanner. You photograph a 
document, then it squares up 
the edges so the end result 
doesn't have the perspective 
warping problem that a regu- 



lar photo would have. 

I have spent way too 
much time in the past trying 
to hover my camera directly 
above a drawing and aim 
perpendicularly to get a 
usable, squarish photo. Now, 
CamScanner does the work 
for me. 

I'm majoring in architec- 
ture, so the use of CamScan- 
ner is obvious to me. It helps 
me quickly save drawings 
and sketches without the 
usual perspective problem 
of a camera. I don't have to 
take every single drawing to 
the library if I want a digital 
copy. In fact, the night I 
discovered CamScanner was 
the night before a studio 
deadline; I desperately need- 
ed to scan a line drawing and 
put it into Photoshop. But 
the library was closed for the 



night, so CamScanner came 
to my rescue. 

Even if your academic 
field doesn't require you to 
draw, CamScanner is great 
for keeping quick records. 
If you've ever taken a photo 
of a syllabus, a flyer or a list 
of phone numbers and email 
addresses, you can do better 
than the plain camera. 

"I'm really impressed 
with the interface," Nick 
Nelson, graduate student 
in architecture, said. "It's 
obvious that someone put 
time into making this usable. 
The app makes a guess for 
itself, and it usually does a 
good job, but the corners are 
wonderfully easy to adjust if 
it's a little off." 

I passed my phone 
around studio for my class- 
mates to try, and no one had 



any difficulty getting a good 
scan of our latest project 
statement or a page from a 
sketchbook. 

"I'm totally going to 
start digitizing my sketch- 
book," Kevin Perks, graduate 
student in architecture, said. 
"My scanner is the slowest 
thing ever, and it's too much 
hassle to go to the library 
every time I draw something, 
but this is actually easy. How 
have I never heard of this 
app?" 

CamScanner can't work 
magic with a lousy cam- 
era. That said, smartphone 
cameras are getting better all 
the time. The camera on my 
old Motorola Droid 4 was 
good enough to get a clear, 
readable scan of any 8.5-by- 
1 2-inch sheet of paper, and 
my new Droid Maxx's cam- 



era has already proven itself 
on ink drawings 18 inches 
across. 

After the initial scan, 
you also have a few col- 
or-enhancing options. 
"Lighten" and "black and 
white" work well for line 
drawings or text, and "magic 
color" is a generally good, 
quick enhancer for col- 
or drawings if you're not 
planning to touch it up in 
Photoshop. The app also 
has brightness and contrast 
sliders, but I would have 
preferred a few sliders like 
Photoshop's levels adjust- 
ment tool. Still, the color 
enhancements get the job 
done. 

Creating multi-page 
documents is possible, but 
the way to do it isn't per- 
fectly intuitive. I sometimes 



mess it up or accidentally 
combine multiple scans that 
I didn't want to. But once I 
have a document created, the 
"share" command makes it 
easy and convenient to ac- 
cess through email, Dropbox, 
Google Drive, Cubby, etc. 

On the whole, CamScan- 
ner is a solid, usable app that 
I will happily keep around. 
It's not a miracle worker, 
but it's easy. Anyone who 
ever needs to save a drawing 
or graphic will find the app 
quick and convenient, and 
any student who scans an 
assignment for reference will 
be glad they did.

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'Cats prepare for Texas Tech high-octane offense

K -State's defense has been 
on a journey so far this sea- 
son. 

They went from a shrouded 
mystery of junior college transfers 
and new players in the preseason 
to a gigantic warning light after 
the first half of their game against 
Iowa State on Sept. 6. However, the 
tides turned after a much stronger 
performance against No. 5 Auburn 
and shutting down one of the most 
prolific rushing offenses' in the 
country in UTEP. 

"It's exciting to see our prepa- 
ration and our hard work pay off," 
senior linebacker Jonathan Truman 
said of his defense's recent success. 
"Then again, our defense is very 
level-headed and we have honest 
self assessment in ourselves and of 
the whole team. We're just focused 
on taking the next step each week 
and each day and getting better." 

On Saturday, the Wildcats and 
their defense takes on a totally dif- 
ferent offensive beast. 

Texas Tech has maintained its 
reputation as a pass-first offense 
with an unending stream of pass- 
heavy quarterbacks. It's a lineage 
that leads back farther than when 
current head coach and former Red 
Raider quarterback Kliff Kings- 
bury played for Tech in the late 
'90s and early 2000s. 

The fast passed, break-neck 
offensive style that Kingsbury 
perfect in Houston with Case Kee- 
num and at Texas A&M for Johnny 
Manziel's certainly has its charms, 
but it also comes with it's fair share 
of perils. 

"It has its disadvantages and 
its advantages as well," head coach 
Bill Snyder said in his Tuesday 
press conference. "From a defen- 
sive standpoint, the obvious thing 
is that you don't have really have 
time to sit and process things as 
thoroughly as you might like to." 

However, the Wildcats are 
concerned with more than watch- 
ing the Red Raiders throw balls 
over their heads all evening. 

"You can't put all of your eggs 



in one basket," Snyder said. "Tex- 
as Tech runs the ball more than 
people would believe and some of 
those passes are really run plays 
when they put the guy in motion 
a pitch the ball forward like we've 
done with (Tyler) Lockett. That's a 
completed pass and it's more of a 
run play. So you're looking in the 
vicinity of 60-to-40 pass to run (ra- 
tio) and that's a pretty decent bal- 
ance when you look at it that way." 

The more balanced attack 
plays into the cards of K-State's 
up-and-coming rush defense. 

They held UTEP running back 
Aaron Jones, a top 10 rusher in the 
country, to a mere 47 yards rush- 
ing. They also held Auburn, hailed 
as one of the top offensive teams in 
the country, to 128 yards rushing 
on Sept. 18. 

It's those numbers that have 
helped K-State gain a nationwide 
reputation that has led to a No. 23 
ranking in this week's AP poll. 

"Our coaches do a great job 
with our game plans," Truman said 
of his defensive unit. "The guys out 
there on defense take great pride in 
their preparation. When you have a 
bunch of guys that care about each 
other and want to make plays for 
each other, then we're going to do 
a great job." 

The fruits of this defense's la- 
bor provides more than just a strong 
on-field performance. The strength 
of this defense has also translated 
into a high level of competition in 
practice. 

"That helps us," senior quar- 
terback Jake Waters said of his 
defensive teammates' prowess that 
came from its performance against 
Auburn and intensity in practice. 
"That helps our receivers, that 
helps our linemen; it helps every- 
thing. You want to go against the 
best to get better and that's the best 
way to get better. We use every day 
in practice as a opportunity to do 
that."

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Pet Preparedness event focuses on keeping pets safe during disaster

Manhattan Good Neigh- 
bors, a student program that 
focuses on fostering devel- 
opment with neighborhoods 
surrounding the K-State cam- 
pus, held Pet Preparedness 
yesterday, in accordance with 
National Preparedness Month. 
The event aimed at encourag- 
ing pet owners to ensure they 
are prepared in times of di- 
saster and was hosted as part 
of America's PreparAthon!, 
a program that gives commu- 
nities and organizations the 
opportunity to prepare for spe- 
cific hazards through drills, 
group discussion and exercis- 
es. 

According to the Ameri- 
can Pet Products Association, 
68 percent of American house- 
holds, about 82.5 millions 
homes, own pets, making them 
an integral part of the family. 

The event was attended by 
representatives from state and 
local governments, the pri- 
vate sector and the Veterinary 
Health Center at K-State. 

"(During disasters) people 
are displaced from their home 
as well as pets, and it's very 
emotionally trying for peo- 
ple, so having their pets there 
is comforting and takes down 
some of the anxiety," said Dr. 
Susan Nelson, veterinarian at 
the center, which offers pri- 
mary care for pets in the com- 
munity and surrounding areas. 
"Sometimes it's the only thing

they have that's a semblance 
of their home life besides their 
family members." 

Laurie Harrison, emergen- 
cy management coordinator 
for the Riley County Emer- 
gency Management Agency, 
said the agency had focused a 
lot on emergency preparedness 



for people but there had been a 
lack of focus on pets. 

"This event allows us to 
bring that (pet preparedness) 
to the forefront and to help 
people prepare for their pet in 
case of a disaster or emergen- 
cy," Harrison said. 

Harrison said in her ex- 



perience as a first responder, 
people are reluctant to leave 
their homes if they do not have 
a place for their pets to stay in. 

"In an ice storm we had in 
2007, we had people without 
electricity who were cold but 
would not leave their homes 
because they had an animal 



and they had nowhere for that 
animal to go," Harrison said. 

She said with the amount 
of time people spend with their 
pets, it was important to edu- 
cate people on the importance 
of forward thinking when it 
comes to taking care of pets 
and preparing for emergency 



situations. 

Kansas Department of 
Health and Environment's di- 
saster preparedness program 
uses Fred, their German shep- 
herd mascot to illustrate how 
pet owners can ensure that 
they are adequately prepared 
to care for pets in times of di- 
saster. 

"We demonstrate the pur- 
ple backpack that he's wearing 
and the stuff that's in there - 
extra food, water, toys, first aid 
kit and flashlight to show peo- 
ple how to prepare a disaster 
kit," said Michael McNulty, 
director of homeland securi- 
ty operations at the Kansas 
department of Health and En- 
vironment, who also handles 
Fred the Preparedness dog. 

Nelson said it was import- 
ant for students and the people 
in the Manhattan community 
to be aware of the needs of 
their pets. She said using all 
the resources available and 
staying prepared would make 
dealing with the impact of any 
potential disaster easier. 

Lynda Bachelor, proj- 
ect coordinator for HandsOn 
K-State, said Pet Preparedness 
aimed to educate people about 
the necessity of being prepared 
to take care of their pets during 
natural and man-made disas- 
ters. 

"Katrina and Sandy, those 
two hurricanes brought to how 
pets are a very close part of 
people's personal well-being 
and health," she said. "When 
you're in danger and they're a 
part of you, how do you take 
care of them as well."

Kansas receives 19 
sexual assault reports 

According to the Wichita 
Eagle, Kansas' Title IX Office 
(required by law to investi- 
gate sexual assault reports) 
received 19 reports by Sept. 
30. 

On Sept. 2, The Huffing- 
ton Post published an article 
recounting a young wom- 
an's rape on the University 
of Kansas' campus and what 



many considered an inappro- 
priate response from the uni- 
versity. 

"This is exactly what 
happens once an issue is 
brought to the forefront and is 
being talked about," Jane Mc- 
Queeny, executive director of 
Kansas' Office of Institution- 
al Opportunity and Access, 
said to the Wichita Eagle. 
"There is a different sense of 
being able to speak up. A cul- 
tural shift is happening." 

Jessica Haymaker, a co- 



ordinator at K-State's Center 
for Advocacy Response and 
Education, said to the Wichita 
Eagle that the rise in reports 
will help organizations like 
the Center for Advocacy, Re- 
sponse and Education to bet- 
ter understand how frequently 
sexual assault happens and 
how to handle it. 

The Wichita Eagle said 
that K-State and the Univer- 
sity of Missouri have not no- 
ticed a rise in reports, but they 
anticipate an increase soon.

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The ins and outs of checking, savings accounts, practicing good habits

College, it's the land of fi- 
nancially unsound parties and 
impulse buying - right? 

Wrong. College is not 
always a time for recklessly 
spending. People can just as 
easily set up bank accounts with 
a variety of saving methods. 

If this sounds like a good 
idea to you (and it should), the 
first thing you need to do is de- 
cide what kind of account you 
want. 

Let's start with the basics 
of a savings account. Depend- 
ing on which bank you belong 
to and your set up, you can de- 
posit and withdraw money at 
your own leisure and it gains 
ever-so-slight interest. Howev- 
er, the interest rates may take a 
while to add up. 

"The reason savings ac- 
counts have such low interest 
rates is because they're so low 
risk," Matthew Myers, sopho- 
more in business and finance, 
said. "The general rule is the 
greater risk, the (greater) possi- 
ble return." 

Because of this slow ac- 
cumulation, savings accounts 
can be helpful for people with 
short-term savings goals or for 
emergency situations. The mon- 
ey is liquid, or readily available, 
making it different than things 
like precious metals or stocks 
that you would have to sell in 
order to obtain the money. Sav- 
ings accounts are insured by 
the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation for a maximum of 
$250,000 per person per bank, 
according to an FDIC online 
brochure. 

Then, there are checking 
accounts, which work in similar 
way. You put money into your 
account and make withdrawals 
by using checks or a debit card, 
according to the Wells Fargo 
bank website. These cards are 
widely accepted, so they can 
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Putting money into your debit account allows you to withdraw your fund as well as make purchases with the card.

be veiy convenient. The down- 
side to a checking account is 
that it does not gain interest. 
Although, like a savings ac- 
count, all checking accounts are 
insured by the FDIC for up to 
$250,000. 

"My mom set me up a sav- 
ings account when I was little 
kid," Karter Krokstrom, fresh- 
man in engineering, said. "They 
had this program where they 
would pay you a dollar eveiy 
time you grew an inch." 

The process of opening a 
savings or checking account is 



fairly simple. First, you need to 
fill out either a material or on- 
line application at your bank of 
choice. According to the Wells 
Fargo Bank website, you need 
to have a driver license or an- 
other form of I.D., your social 
security number, and possibly 
your physical or email address 
in order to submit an applica- 
tion. According to "How to 
Open a Bank Account and What 
You'll Need" by Nerd Wallet 
blogger John Gower, you also 
must be at least 18-y ears-old 
to open a bank account in your

After completing the appli- 
cation process, you'll usually 
be given the option to make an 
opening deposit. Some banks 
require a certain minimum and 
some do not. 

Certain banks also offer 
online banking, a convenient 
way to manage your money. If 
you choose this, you'll need to 
create an online username and 
password. Make sure you are 
the only one who has access to 
this information; tiy not to write 
it down, as this information 



can lead to regrettable conse- 
quences if it falls into the wrong 
hands. 

Once you've gotten every- 
thing set up, it's important to al- 
ways know the balance of your 
accounts so you don't spend 
more than you have. Several 
banks have overdraft fees that 
can cost you dearly and leave 
you more broke than you are 
now. Kendell LoUey, junior in 
horticultiu'e, recalled a time her 
account was overdrawn and she 
paid the price. 

"I thought my (paycheck) 



came through and I overdraft- 
ed over $200 ... (my employer) 
didn't put my check in on time," 
LoUey said. 

Most banks, in addition to 
online banking, have mobile 
phone apps that allow for con- 
tinuous access to their bank 
accounts so people can track 
personal spending and manage 
their accounts. 

Once you master the ins 
and outs of setting up a bank 
account, you can march fear- 
lessly into the world of personal 
finance prepared.
